FIREARMS FOR INDIA. 


EXPORTATION FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 
A licenee to export firearms and components of 
certain calibres, which are normally prohibited to be 
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imported into India (see list below), can only be issued 
providing the application is supported by 

(a) an import licence issued by the Secretary 

to the Government of India, Home Department ; or 


(b) a special order of the Government of India 
authorising the importation of the arms in ques- 
tion. 


The Indian Government are prepared only in excep- 
tional circumstances to authorise the importation of 
firearms or parts falling within the scope of the exist- 
ing prohibitions, and they have asked the Board of 
Trade to warn gunmakers. in the United Kingdom of 
the inadvisability of commencing to execute orders 
from India for such arms unless and until the appro- 
priate import permit is produced. 


List OF PROHIBITED FIREARMS AND COMPONENTS. 


(1) Rifles of -303 or of -450 bore or parts of or 
fittings for rifles of such bores; 

(2) Rifles of any other bore containing any of 
the following components capable of use in rifles 
of -303 or of ‘450 bore, namely, actions, breech 
blocks, breech bolts, bodies, magazine cases, cock- 
ing pieces, and breech boitheads; 


(3) Pistols or revolvers of -441, -455, or any 
intermediate bore or parts of or fittings for pistols 
or revolvers of such bores. 


No exemption is allowed in favour of sporting rifles 
of the prohibited bores, or of such rifles when fitted 
with sporting sights. Similarly, no exemption is 
allowed in favour of sporting rifles of non-prohibited 
bores if such rifles contain any of the components 
named in (2) above. 


Further particulars of the general formalities to be 
observed on importing firearms into India may be had 
upon application to the Office of the High Commissioner 
for India, 42, Grosvenor Gardens, London, S.W. 1.

SHIP MACHINERY, FITTINGS, AND

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EAST AFRICAN COTTON AND COTTON SEED 
EXPORTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that 
during February last exports of cotton from Kenya 
were valued at 31,036 shillings, all of which went to 
the United Kingdom. Uganda exports totalled 
4,880,530 shs., distributed as follows:—India and 
Burma, 2,998,440 shs,; United Kingdom, 1,153,516 
shs.; and Japan, 728,574 shs. Exports of Tanganyika 
cotton in February last were valued at 72,994 shs., of 
which 59,520 shs. went to India and Burma and 
13,474 shs. to the United Kingdom. 

As regards cotton seed, Uganda and Tanganyika ex- 
ported 59,150 shs. and 8,255 shs. All the Uganda pro- 
duce went to the United Kingdom, while the Tangan- 
yika cotton seed went to the United Kingdom 
6,955 shs. and other British Possessions 1,300 shs. 





PROPOSED NORWEGIAN TRADING LAW. 


The Department of Overseas Trade are in receipt of 
a translation of a Bill, at present under discussion in 
the Odelsting, which is intended to replace the present 
Trading Law of July, 1907. 

The Bill contains provisions for the issue of trading 
licences, the limitation of the right conferred by a mer- 
chant trade licence, and reservations in regard to the 
nationality of the holders, as well as provisions govern- 
ing the sale of goods. 

The Bill includes a provision to increase the fee 
payable by a foreign commercial traveller to 200 kroner 
for a period of thirty davs.

SIAMESE CIVIL AND COMMERCIAL CODE. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is in receipt of a 
translation of Book ITI. of the Siamese Civil and Com- 
mercial Code, which has recently been revised. Among 
the subjects dealt with in Book III. of the code are the 
following :—Contracts of sale, hire-purchase, mortgage, 
agency, insurance, bills of exchange, partnerships and 
companies and associations. Detailed regulations are 
laid down as to the nature and formation of limited 
companies, the issue of shares, registration of the 
company, liability of the directors, etc.

MOTOR VEHICLES IN MADRAS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports that 
motor vehicles registered in the City of Madras for 
the quarter ended 3lst March, 1929, numbered 334, 
made up as follows:—Cars, 264; taxis, 7; buses, 55;

DENMARK. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND THE 
IMPORT TRADE. 


The note of relatively high optimism on which the 
year 1928 opened was only partially justified by 
results, writes Mr. H. H. Cassells, British Commer- 
cial Secretary at Copenhagen, in his *Report on 
Economic Conditions in Denmark. 

After the sacrifices and adjustments of recent years, 
due to deflation and the re-introduction of the gold 
standard, and in some degree also to an over-confident 
policy of industrial investment by some of the large 
banks, Denmark looked forward in 1928 to a greater 
measure of general prosperity under the healthier con- 
ditions which followed the period of economic distress. 
While these hopes have not altogether been dis- 
appointed, it cannot be said that 1928 was a highly 
satisfactory year. 

Still, in spite of adverse factors, the year may prove 
to be the turning point in Denmark’s post-war in- 
dustrial and economic history. Among these factors 
are to be numbered the calamities which overtook the 
Landmandsbank and the Privatbank—events which, 
while entailing further great sacrifices, seriously under- 
mined, for a time at least, public confidence in these 
institutions and checked the growing belief that the 
long-looked-for improvement in the country’s situation 
was at hand. 

State expenditure has been revised by a Govern- 
ment pledged to economy. It is doubtful whether the 
financial requirements of the State can be reduced 
much below their present level—especially in view of 
the increased foreign borrowing—but there has been 
no increase in direct taxation. 

The national economy continues to suffer from the 
high cost of living. ‘Currency deflation imposed a 
check, but the downward tendency shows signs of 
having been arrested too soon. This may be attributed 
partly to the changed social outlook since 1914-18, but 
the real cause is to be sought in the national 
characteristics of the people and, perhaps, in the co- 
operative system. This movement seems to have 
manifested itself in a remarkably even distribution 
of wealth—a contention which appears to be borne out 
by income tax statistics. In the financial year 1928, 
for instance, out of a total of 950,000 taxable persons 
nearly 55 per cent. were assessed on incomes up to 
£110, while persons on or below the £275 level com- 
prised 92 per cent. of the whole body of taxpayers. 
The average Dane exercises his moderately high spend- 
ing power to the full and the incentive to save is re- 
duced by the splendid social services maintained by 
State and municipalities. For a country so near the 
soil and therefore poor, measured by British standards, 
money circulates with astonishing rapidity, and under 
the stimulus of a Jively demand traders are encouraged 
in a policy of exacting a high profit on a small turn- 
over. As aresult of these circumstances wages, profits 
and taxation appear to have become pegged. 

Unemployment remains at a comparatively high 
level. If, however, seasonal fluctuations be disre- 
garded it will be found that a gradual! re-absorption of 
labour is taking place—the improvement began 
towards the end of 1927 and the present percentage of 
unemployed is definitely lower. Wages remain on a 
higher level notwithstanding the fall in all other prices 
since the re-introduction of the gold standard and are 
said to be a handicap on industry, limiting its capacity 
to compete both at home and abroad.

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MoneTARY CONDITIONS: AGRICULTURAL PROSPERITY. 


Money was scarce at the beginning of the year and 
the losses suffered in the spring by the Landmandsbank 
did not ease the situation. Conditions, however, im- 
proved, especially after the good harvest, and towards 
the close of the year money was plentiful. This is to 
be attributed in the main to Denmark’s foreign loan 
policy, which made large supplies of foreign money 
available at a time when the balance of trade was 
not unfavourable and the increase of business was not 
creating a large demand. 

The outstanding feature of the year was, however, 
the improvement in the situation of the agricultural 
industry. ‘This industry has not been so prosperous 
for many years as it was in the latter part of 1928. 
Not only were prices of agricultural exports higher, 
but the farmers harvested in splendid condition crops 
which broke all records. The excellent harvest alone 
represents a saving of imports estimated at from 100 
million to 200 million kroner, and, in conjunction with 
the more favourable export'prices, helps to solve the 
financial difficulties of the industry which, burdened 
with high charges, scarcely knew a year ago how to 
pay its way. Improved conditions in the agricultural 
industry—-Denmark’s basic industry—quickly react on 
the purchasing power of the people and are reflected in 
a greater measure of prosperity for the country as a 
whole. 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


A vigorous trade expansion was noticeable towards 
the end of 1928. This may yet prove to be another 
of those periodic spasmodic movements’ which 
Denmark has experienced during recent years which, 
after stirring the surface of business life for a time, 
have spent themselves in depression. There are signs, 
however, states Mr. Cassells, that on this occasion the 
recovery has gone deeper and that a genuine internal 
improvement has been generated by the better export 
outlook and by the optimistic tone prevailing with 
regard to domestic trade in consequence of the more 
normal functioning of the banking system. 

Trade seems to have neared the end of the sanative 
process, which has been the main pre-occupation since 
the re-introduction of the gold standard. Superfiuous 
firms have been weeded out, others have reconstructed 
and reduced their capital and have got rid of the bank- 
ing liabilities which have clogged many a balance 
sheet. This reorganisation has naturally created an 
atmosphere of cautiousness. Long credit is required 
and buying for stock is dull; but at all events firms are 
able to show a clean slate and are in a position to take 
fair chances as soon as they are encouraged to do so 
by the promise of trade expansion. 

The adverse trade balance fell from 111 million kr. 
in 1927 to 81 million kr. in 1928—the lowest level 
touched since 1917 and over 50 million kr. less than in 
1913; and this notwithstanding greater activities in 
both directions. The value of imports for domestic 
consumption was nearly 70 million kr. greater than in 
the previous year, but exports were up by 100 million 
kr. The tendency is in the right direction. Prices of 
the chief articles of import, with few exceptions, con- 
tinued fairly steady, but those for export commodities 
rose sharply during the second half of 1928. The 
export price index (100=1913) began the year at about 
132 but finished up on the level of 154; none the less 
the average monthly export index for the last twelve 
months is only 139, which shows how unsatisfa¢tory 
has been the position, especially when it is also con- 
sidered that the index for imports was at the same 
time as high as 147. The index of manufactured goods 
produced at home for domestic consumption is still 
about 163. 


The rise in the value of imports was chiefly due to 
greater consumption of fodder stuffs, oil-bearing seeds, 
groceries and timber. Interest seems to have centred 
more on raw or semi-manufactured materials than on 
goods for consumption, and the position appears to 
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be that trade in general has not been animated in the 
same degree as industry. This again is a point of 
difference between the present situation and previous 
spurts of business activity which have originated, not 
in an expansion of wage earning at home, but mainly 
in speculative import transactions assisted by unstable 
rates of exchange. 

Exports of farm and dairy produce, at 1,158 million 
kr., show a rise of 54 million kr. over the total for 1927, 
a fall in the export of live animals and eggs being com- 
pensated for by a greater increase in the outward 
movement of other farm and dairy produce. The 
1927 export of butter and bacon, which established a 
record, was surpassed in 1928, while the year’s total 
export of industrial products, comprising cement and 
cement-making machinery, edible oils, refrigerating 
plant, batteries and other electrical equipment, super- 
phosphates, etc., amounted to 300 million kr., as com- 
pared with 275 million kr. for the preceding year. 


DISTRIBUTION OF Import TRADE. 


Britain’s share in the Danish import trade rose from 
217-1 million kr, in 1927 to 240 million kr, last year; 
Germany's from 509-4 million kr. to 566°4 million kr., 
but that of the United States fell from 251-5 million 
kr. to 227-1 million kr. The primary cause of the 
increase in Germany’s total was a rise in the value of 
Denmark’s purchases of corn, fodder stuff, fruit and 
groceries, etc. These commodities, however, though 
entered in Customs returns as German, are actually 
to a great extent transhipments via Hamburg or 
other German ports. The same factor, though in a 
less degree, affected the total import trade of Great 
Britain, a greater quantity of overseas goods having 
been purchased also through British ports. The value 
of the import of German manufactured products, such 
as piece-goods, clothing, iron and steel products, 
appears to be about the same for 1928 as for the pre- 
vious year. 

The past year brought some improvement, however, 
in the power of British manufacturers to compete with 
Germany in the supply of iron, steel and non-ferrous 
products. 

The coal market does not show any abatement in 
Polish competition. Of a total import of 3,217,000 
metric tons, valued at 91 million kr., Poland supplied 
30 per cent., Germany 14 per cent. and Great Britain 
the rest. The coal import shown as having come from 
Germany is to a great extent of Polish origin paid 
for by bills drawn in Berlin, and, in consequence, 
figuring in the Customs returns as an import from Ger- 
many. On two occasions the Danish State railways 
placed large orders for British coal, and it is satis- 
factory to note that the Agricultural Associations con- 
tinue to urge their members to give preference to 
Great Britain in the purchase of coal and other 
materials. (Appendix X to Mr. Cassells’ Report shows 
the relative position of the principal importing 
countries. ) 


COMPETITION FOR Import TRADE. 


While Denmark is a circumscribed market, her 
Continental neighbours evidently think it worth while 
to study the country’s peculiarities and requirements 
and appear to devote more time and trouble than their 
British competitors in this respect. It may be that 
British firms consider the market too small or have 
their eyes directed to larger and wealthier countries 
overseas, but it seems regrettable that British manu- 
facturers and exporters do not seek to cultivate to a 
greater extent a market where there are many points 
in their favour. 


There exists a predilection for things British inelud- 
ing British goods, there are no language difficulties to 
overcome, as most Danish business men have an excel- 
lent knowledge of English, the all-round excellent 
quality of British production is recognised and the 
Dane, conscious that Great Britain is the best 
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customer of his country, is inclined to reciprocate by 
buying British goods where he can do so with reason- 
able advantage to himself. 


But the goods offered him must meet his require- 
ments as to taste, style, quality and price. The 
question of price is one to be emphasised as, speaking 
generally, Denmark is a country where inexpensive 
goods are preferred. This explains the success, as com- 
pared to Great Britain, of those countries, e.g., Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia, Belgium, where, for various 
reasons, costs of production are lower than in Great 
Britain, and where there is a greater experience in 
catering for markets where cheaper goods are in 
demand. British producers must recognise and en- 
deavour to meet this fact if they are to increase their 
share of Danish import trade. It is impossible in a 
market which is a cockpit of competition to secure 
trade by spasmodic and half-hearted efforts. On the 
other hand, experience has shown that a careful study 
of the requirements of the market, initiative and good 
organisation on the part of British firms have led to 
improved results, even where the prices of the goods 
offered were higher than those from competing 
countries. An essential factor in achieving such results 
is the personality and general suitability of the local 
representative, backed by comprehension of local con- 
ditions and a progressive spirit on the part of the 
principals. 

A difficulty which is, however, likely to be met by 
firms who desire to enter this market for the first time 
lies in the fact that it is becoming increasingly difficult 
to find responsible trained agents. This state of affairs 
affects all foreign firms and is likely to become worse 
as time goes on. Saturation point is being reached, 
and if the movement continues it is difficult to con- 
ceive how, in a few years, manufa¢turers will be able 
to secure suitable additional representation. Another 
point to be taken into account in the endeavour to 1n- 
erease the British share in trade is the establishment 
and maintenance of more intimate personal connec- 
tions with buyers. Britain’s most active competitor 
in this market, Germany, appears to be fully alive 
to the value of personal contact, as the statistics 
show:—In 1927, 1,825 representatives of German 
firms took out licences to trade in Denmark—Great 
Britain’s corresponding total was 355. Up to the end 
of November, 1928, the respective totals were 1,641 
and 308. 





BRITISH MALAYA. 


A KEY AREA IN MIDDLE EAST TRADE. 


Mr. L. B. Beale, C.B.E., late H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner, visited British Malaya, before taking up the 
post of Director of the U. K. Travel Association, to 
investigate and report upon the present condition and 
future outlook for British trade. 


In his resultant *account, the first edition of which 
was sold out on the day of publication, he says in 
a foreword that British Malaya, because of its unique 
situation and its dominant position in world trade as a 
producer and exporter of rubber and tin, has become a 
key area of major importance in the commerce of the 
Middle East and a prime factor in the commercial re- 
lationship of the Middle East with Europe, as well as 
a principal contributor of vital raw materials to two 
of the most important industries of the United States. 


This country, about the area of England, the pivotal 
point of far Eastern ocean communication, with a 
present output of almost half the rubber and rather 
over one-third of the tin of the world, is a land in 
which economic and trading activities are dominated

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by the Chinese to an extent but little realised by the 
outside world. Here is a land that yields wealth 
readily to industrious patient effort such as the 
Chinese are renowned for, and that race has taken 
every proper advantage open to them in the production 
and trade of the area, under the protection and privi- 
leges of British rule. 


Steadily through the years the Chinese have become 
the leading economic factor, at first as labourers, fol- 
lowed in more recent years by ownership and direction 
of industry and to an important extent in financing 
trading operations. Already the Chinese in British 
Malaya approximate half the total population, and 
under British rule and protection they are helping to 
build up a wealthy and progressive country. 


Although as yet only in her early commercial in- 
faney, and with all of her 4,000,000 population—ex- 
cept half of one per cent.—Asiatics, British Malaya 
enjoys a per capita value of external trade exceeded 
only by New Zealand. The present very substantial 
volume of her trade, both in her own products and in 
those of the countries around her, represents a sound 
foundation for a greatly increased future trade. 

British Malaya is, to a greater extent than is realised 
at home, the testing ground of British commercial 
strength in the Middle East. If the United Kingdom 
can secure and hold a substantial share of the trade of 
Malaya, her future trade position throughout this por- 
tion of the world is largely assured. 

It can be said with confidence that the future of 
British Malava itself is assured. The present produc- 
tion of rubber, tin, copra, palm oil and other natural 
products represents but a modest percentage of the 
country’s capacity. Population (by immigration), 
production and purchasing power will increase at a 
much faster rate than is probable or perhaps even pos- 
sible elsewhere, and wealth—measured in terms of ex- 
portable raw materials for the industries of other 
countries—will be available in greater volume year by 
year. 


THe Unitrep KINGDOM AND HER TRADE RIVALS. 


To what extent will the United Kingdom provide ~ 


for the needs in manufactured goods of this wealthy 
Asiatic market? Judged by her present activities and 
results, the United Kingdom is not keeping pace with 
her competitors. Manufacturers of Japan and Conti- 
nental Europe in several directions are more active 
and more intimate with the market than are we. They 
are often more painstaking and invariably more willing 
to work the market intensively. With a few brilliant 
exceptions (mainly in certain metals, machinery, elec- 
trical apparatus and motor cars) the United Kingdom 
is slipping back. If we would apply ourselves with 
more energy and intelligence, both in manufacturing 
and salesmanship, the trade returns would quickly re- 
veal a happier state of affairs for Great Britain in this 
and adjacent markets. 

British Malaya’s annual imports of manufactured 
goods—even in the present rather depressed situation 
of low rubber prices—amount to some £40,000,000. 
Some years ago—in pre-war years—the United King- 
dom enjoyed almost half of the import trade in manu- 
factured goods. To-day our share is less than one- 
third. The task before us—to regain and hold a share 
approximating pre-war—can be accomplished, but it 
will require much more aggressive and _ intelligent 
action on our part than at present obtains. The 
United Kingdom succeeds in supplving most of the 
needs of the very limited European population and 
Government departments, but it is in the very much 
larger trade which supplies the everyday needs of 99 
per cent. of the population—Asiatics—that we have 
gradually declined. 


The truth is that many of our goods are neither as 
attractive in price nor as suitable in character or 
quality for this market as those of certain other com- 
peting countries of supply, and further our relations in 
trade with the Asiatic are gradually getting less inti- 
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mate than those of either Japan or Continental Europe. 
Several great industrial countries have entered the 
field in the last twenty to twenty-five years, and com- 
petition is nowhere more keen than in the “ free ”’ 
market of British Malava. There are no tariff barriers 
against either British or foreign goods. 

On the other hand the United Kingdom has un- 
doubtedly made much more progress than other 
countries in handling and controlling the export trade 
of British Malaya. We sell and distribute the produce 
of the Asiatic much more successfully and effectively 
than we sell our goods to him, but there are some 
signs of even this advantage being somewhat cur- 
tailed as the Asiatic gains more direct customers for 
‘“ Straits ’’ produce all over the world. 


THE DECLINE IN IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The import trade of British Malaya in post-war 
years reveals, as already stated, a steady decline in 
the share secured by the United Kingdom in several 
items of major importance. There appear to be two 
main reasons for this result, states Mr. Beale in his 
‘“ General Observations. ’’ 

(1) The inability of Great Britain to compete with 
(a) Japan in certain classes of cotton piece-goods, on 
the one hand, and (b) Continental Europe on the other 
in several lines of manufactured goods mainly of the 
cheap and medium class. The United Kingdom still 
holds the bulk of the trade in most of the high-class 
goods, articles where durability and dependability are 
required, such as electric cables and apparatus, 
machinery and the like, but in low to medium grade 
cotton piece-goods our trade to Malaya has declined 
by several million yards per annum for some time, 
and in several other lines of ordinary merchandise the 
United Kingdom also shows a decline. 


(2) In distribution the United Kingdom at present 
seems to be served with less efficiency and aggressive- 
ness than her competitors. This has been brought 
about partly by the negligence of British manufac- 
turers themselves and partly by the fact that some of 
the old British merchant firms in Malaya have gradu- 
ally found estate management, export of produce, 
shipping and insurance agency work and so on easier 
than the highly competitive import trade, which has 
now become of secondary importance to some of them. 
British Malaya imports annually some £40,000,000 
worth of manufactured goods, of which the United 
Kingdom supplies some £12,000,000, a figure which 
represents a share of the total considerably less than 
pre-war. If the United Kingdom had been more alive 
to the opportunities and sought the trade more aggres- 
sively and intelligently and, in particular, if we had 
cultivated a keener sales intimacy with the dominant 
factor in trade in British Malaya—the Chinese—our 
position to-day would be far better. The conditions 
thus briefly referred to are examined in some detail in 
Mr. Beale’s Report, but it may be added here that an 
outstanding feature of the import merchant trade of 
British Malaya is the number, efficiency and aggres- 
siveness of foreign firms, many of them established 
since the war. They and their principals (of Con- 
tinental Europe) are establishing a very intimate con- 
tact with the local markets’ requirements. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1929. 


From all present indications 1929 promises to be a 
rather lean year for trade in British Malaya, but per- 
haps slightly better than 1928. Rubber and tin are 
not likely to amount to a much greater aggregate value 
than in 1928. The purchasing power of the country 
in manufactured goods for consumption and re-export 
can only increase within narrow limits for the next 
twelve months, and this despite the fact that stocks 
of manufactured goods are, generally speaking, on the 
short side. Trade in imports of manufactured goods 
is likely to be keenly competitive and largely on a price 
rather than a quality basis, a condition which favours 
Japan and Continental Europe as sources of supply 
rather than the United Kingdom. 
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COAL, IRON AND STEEL. 


PRODUCTION AND WHOLESALE PRICES IN

the average monthly production in 1925, 1926, 1927 
and 1928 of coal, pig iron and crude steel in certain 
European countries and in the United States, together 
with the figures of production in each month from 
April, 1928. The corresponding figures of produc- 
tion in the United Kingdom are added for purposes of 
comparison. The quantities produced are given in 
thousands of English tons (2,240 lbs.) in each case.

From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast it appears that the average output of pig iron 
per furnace in April was 4,120 tons in the United 
Kingdom, 5,460 tons in France, 5,910 tons in Belgium, 
11,100 tons in Germany and 17,150 tons in the United 
States. 


France.—The April coal production was somewhat 
smaller than that for the previous month. With the 
pig-iron tonnage averaging 28,570 tons per calendar 
day in April, output approached the record rate of 
January last; this April figure compares with 27,930 
tons in the previous month, 28,690 tons in January and 
27,350 tons in April, 1928. Furnaces in blast at the 
end of April numbered 158, a net increase of two as 
compared with the beginning of the month and of 
eight as compared with a year earlier. The April 
pig-iron output (857,000 tons) included 23,610 tons of 
forge and Bessemer iron, 132,830 tons of foundry, 
660,220 tons of basic and 40,340 tons of other descrip- 
tions of pig iron. The April crude steel output was 
slightly greater than that for March. Jron and steel 
prices.—It is reported that the meetings of the 
various syndicates held in May did not result in any 
modification of the price position. J*oundry pig-iron 
producers decided to stabilise their prices until 30th 
September, the home price for Phosphoric Pig Iron 
No. 3 P.L. (Longwy) being 475 frs. per metric ton 
and that for semi-phosphoric pig iron, 510 frs, The 
Semi-finished Products and Joists Syndicate maintain 
their quotations as follows :—Ingots, 550 frs.; blooms, 
590 frs.; billets, 620 frs.; sheet bars, 655 frs.; and 
joists, 700 frs.; all per metric ton f.o.t. Thionville. 
Other end-of-May prices were:—Merchant bars, 
750-760 frs.; thick sheets, 850-860 frs.; medium sheets, 
880-930 frs.; thin sheets, 1,200-1,300 frs.; and thick 
plates, 750-770 frs. per metric ton. 


Germany.—The aggregate April coal output was 
slightly below that of January or March of the present 
year, but higher than in any other month since March 
of last year. ‘lhe April tonnage of pig iron produced 
showed some expansion and was the highest, both in 
the aggregate and in daily average output, since March, 
1928. ‘The output per calendar day averaged 36,240 
tons in April, which compares with 33,680 tons in the 
previous month, 34,360 tons in April, 1928, and 37,150 
tons in March, 1928. Furnaces in blast at the end of 
April numbered 99, a net increase of two as compared 
with the beginning of the month, but a net reduction 
of eight as compared with a year earlier. Included 
in the total April output (1,087,340 tons) were 179,000 
tons of foundry and hematite, 697,700 tons of basic, 
860 tons of forge and 410 tons of other descriptions of 
pig iron and 209,370 tons of ferro-alloys. Steel output 
was also expanded; although the aggregate tonnage 
for April was below the high outputs of January, 1929, 
and January, 1928, the average output per working 
day was slightly higher than in either of those months. 
Daily steel production averaged 55,690 tons in April 
(25 working days), compared with 55,620 tons in 
January, 1929 (26 working days), 49,660 tons in April, 
1928 (23 working days), and 55,670 tons in January, 
1928 (26 working days). The output of finished steel 
products in April amounted to 962,750 tons, or 38,510 
tons per working day, as compared with 889,720 tons 
(35,590 tons daily) in March and 819,920 tons (35,650 
tons daily) a year earlier. Jron and steel prices.— 
It is stated that the German Pig Iron Association, at 
its meeting held in Berlin on 16th May, decided to 
make immediate increases up to 4 R. mks. per ton for 
the various qualities of pig iron. As from that date, 
therefore, pig iron prices include the following :—No. 1 
Foundry (Oberhausen), 88.50 R. mks., No. 3 Foundry 
(Oberhausen), 85 R. mks., hematite (Oberhausen), 
91 R. mks., all per metric ton. The members of the 
German Steel Syndicate, and of other Syndicates, de- 
cided at their monthly meetings at Gleiwitz, on 16th 
May, to leave inland prices unchanged for the ensuing 


quarter. 


Belgium.—The rate of coal output in April was the 
lowest since October last. The number of working days

in the month were reported as 24:9, and the daily 
tonnage produced in April averaged 88,640 tons, as 
compared with 91,610 tons in March (25-7 working 
days), and 91,520 tons in April, 1928 (23-9 working 
days). Pig iron in April recovered from the lowered 
output rates of the two previous months; the tonnage 
produced per calendar day in April averaged 11,020 
tons, which compares with 10,600 tons, 11,130 tons, 
and 10,270 tons in March, 1929, January, 1929, and 
April, 1928, respectively. Furnaces in blast at the be- 
ginning and end of April numbered 56. The aggregate 
crude-steel output in April showed a slight reduction 
from the previous month. The production of finished- 
steel products amounted 3 295,710 tons in April, 
295,510 tons in March, 307,970 tons in January, and 
272,620 tons in April, 1928. Iron and steel prices.— 
Pig-iron prices during May were fairly firm, with basic 
iron showing a slight advance. Among semi-products 
there were slight fluctuations in the prices of steel 
billets, and in the descriptions of finished steel, bars 
weakened by 3s.

United States.—The April coal output (38,687,000 
tons) included 32,936,000 tons of bituminous and 
5,751,000 tons of anthracite coal. The daily bituminous 
output in April, 1929 (25-6 working days), in March, 
1929 (26:0 working days), and in April, 1928 (24-7 work- 
ing days), averaged 1,287,000, 1,351,000 tons, and 
1,163,000 tons respectively. In the anthracite indus- 
try output averaged 230,000 tons daily in April, 1929 
(25 working days), as compared with 173,000 tons in 
March, 1929 (26 working days), and 257,000 tons in 
April, 1928 (24 working days): the large reduc- 
tion in March resulted from stoppages owing to 
severe weather. The 
at its high rate during April; fhe April rate per 
calendar day (122,090 tons) was the third largest 
recorded, and compares with 119,820 tons in March, 
1929, and with 106,180 tons in April, 1928. Furnaces 
in blast at the end of April numbered 215, a net increase 
of three over the beginning of the month and of 20 over 
a year earlier. Steel-ingot output averaged 189,920 
tons daily in April, 1929 (26 working days), as com- 
pared with 194,550 tons in March, 1929 (26 working 
days), and 172,220 tons in April, 1928 (25 working 
days). The reduction in the daily rate for April com- 
pared with March, 1929, is attributed to interruptions 
for repairs necessitated by strain on equipment. With 
the exception of March, however, the April output was 
higher both in total tonnage and in daily average output 
than that for any other month for which there is a 
record. Iron and steel prices. sature of the iron 
and steel market during May was the weakness of 
prices for scrap. Since the end of April heavy melting 
grades show a reduction of 50 cents per ton at Pitts- 
burgh and Chicago and of 1 dollar per ton at Phila- 
delphia. In the pig-iron market, Valley basic, reflect- 
ing the extra requirements of steel producers, was 
advanced by 50 cts. to 18°50 dols. per ton in the middle 
of the month, the new price being maintained. Sheet 
prices at Pittsburgh and Chicago were slightly advanced 
at the end of May. Representative quotations at the 
end of May were: No. 2 Foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 
21 dols. 76 cts. ; No. 2 Foundry pig iron, Valley furnace, 
18 dols. 50 cts. ; re-rolling billets, Pittsburgh, 36 dols. ;

Trade Notes 


REACTIVITY OF COKE, 


A second *Paper has been issued on the examination 
of the ‘“* reactivity ’’ of coke, ‘‘ reactivity ’’ being 
measured by the amount of carbon dioxide reduced 
when the gas is passed over heated coke under stan- 
dardised conditions. The numerical values obtained 
are comparable among themselves, but refer only to 
the precise conditions which have been standardised in 
the apparatus used, which was fully described in 
Technical Paper No. 18. 

The new Paper gives the results of determinations 
on some 78 metallurgical cokes, and a comparison with 
the ‘‘ shatter indices ’’ of the cokes. It is shown that 
« broad, but not detailed, correlation exists between 
the reactivity value and the physical strength of the 
coke. Indications are also given as to the effect of the 
conditions of carbonisation and of the inorganic con- 
stituents of the coke. The investigation is proceeding, 
and further results are required before definite con- 
clusions can be drawn from the results obtained. 

The work has been carried out in co-operation with 
the National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers, who have contributed to the cost.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Cum- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Calcutta, 24th June.—During the week ended 23rd 
June rainfall was nearly general in Malabar on six 
days; in Konkan on five days; in North Hyderabad 
and Lower Burma on four days; on the North Madras 
Coast on three days; in the West Central Provinces on 
two days; and in Orissa, the East Central Provinces, 
Guzerat, the Central Provinces, Central India, the 
West Central Provinces, West Konkan, the Bombay 
Deccan, Assam, the United Provinces and West Cen- 
tral India on one day. There were local or few falls of 
rain elsewhere. 

The monsoon has been active on the West Coast but 
has weakened in the interior of the Peninsula and the 
central parts of the country. The monsoon is strength- 
ening in Burma and North-East India. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 15th June.—Rainfall was heavy on the 
West Coast. The condition of standing crops is gener- 
ally fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, 17th June.—Kainfall was fairly 
general throughout, being heavy in parts of Durb- 
hanga and Santal Perganas and light to moderate else- 
where. Standing crops generally are doing well, but 
more rain is needed in Cuttack for the sowing of paddy 
and jute. The weather was seasonable in the Feuda- 
tory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur; the condition 
of sugarcane is good. 


Bombay, 22nd June.—Rainfall was sufficient in 
Konkan and portions of the adjoining Western Ghats, 
where khariff sowings are progressing satisfactorily. 
Elsewhere the rains, though useful, are not yet general 
or sufficient for sowings. The skies are cloudy, and 
more rain is expected. No rain fell in Sind. The sow- 
ing of cotton and other khariff crops continues. Rice 
transplantation has commenced in places. 


Bengal, 19th June.—Rainfall generally was light and 
scattered, and more rain is needed for the growth of 
standing crops and the progress of field operations, 
especially in West Bengal. Prospects of standing 
crops are generally promising except in parts of East 
Bengal, where damage to jute by floods is reported. 


Central Provinces, 17th June.—The weather was 
cloudy and hot. Rainfall was moderate in Bilaspur 
and light in sixteen other districts and eight feudatory 
states. 


Punjab, 17th June.—Rain fell in parts of all dis- 
tricts except Attock, Multan, Muzaffargarh and Dera 
Ghazi Khan. The condition of standing crops is gener- 
ally average to good. Cotton has been damaged by in- 
sects in parts of Sheikhupura and Lyallpur and by 
heavy dust-storms in parts of Shahpur. 


Assam, 24th June.—The weather generally was 
seasonable and hot. Immense damage to crops by 
floods is reported from the Surma Valley and Nowgong, 
and the Government is taking active measures to help 
cultivators to replace their cultivation with new crops. 
In some other districts the crops have been somewhat 
damaged by floods. 





MALAYAN RUBBER STOCKS. 


An official cablegram from Singapore to the Malayan 
Information Agency in London gives the stocks of 
rubber on 31st May at Singapore as 26,764 tons, in 
Penang 5,168 tons, in Malacca 1,782 tons, Province

WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
have forwarded the following reports from their 
managers in the British West Indies :— 


Barbados.—Steady rains are badly needed. The 1929 
sugar crop has now been reaped, and by the end of this 
month should all have been shipped, in addition to the 
major portion of the balance of the molasses crop. 
Trade remains moderate, and most firms are curtail- 
ing stocks and reducing credit, in order to meet the 
depressed conditions caused by the very low price of 
sugar. 


Trinidad.—After a short spell of dry weather, heavy 
showers have fallen, necessitating some estates carry- 
ing over their canes to the next reaping season. Sugar 
grinding operations for 1929 at the factories are nearly 
concluded. Results continue above average, and 
should help considerably to offset the very low price 
ruling for sugar. The recent heavy rains have been 
very beneficial to young cane cultivation. Sugar ship- 
ments for the first four months of this year amounted 
to 37,636 tons, as compared with 28,849 tons during the 
corresponding period of 1928. Shipments of both coco- 
nuts and copra are in excess of previous years and, in 
spite of lower prices, the industry is said to be in a 
very satisfactory position. Trade has been a little 
better, owing to the disbursements made in connection 
with the sugar industry. 


Jamaica.—Following a dry May this Island is now 
experiencing the usual seasonable rains. The 1929 
sugar crop is completed and factories have stopped 
grinding. ‘The yield is believed to be a fairly large 
one. The export of bananas for the week ended 
llth May was the heaviest on record, amounting to 
578,150 stems, against 840,000 stems during the corre- 
sponding week of 1928. Shipments for the current 
year to llth May totalled 5,531,573 stems, against 
4,864,540 stems in the corresponding period of 1928. 
Pimento market has been fairly quiet; crop prospects 
are very favourable. The coffee market continues firm. 


Leeward Islands.—Showers in Antigua have been 
succeeded by frequent and heavy drying winds, which 
have, to some extent, counteracted the good effect 
of the rains. The estimate of the factories for the 
sugar crop now closing in this Island is about 10,500 
tons. Rain is badly required in St. Kitts. The sugar 
crop there is estimated at between 14,000 and 15,000 
tons. Fairly heavy showers, beneficial to the crops, 
have fallen in Dominica. The outlook for limes con- 
tinues promising, and green limes are coming in more 
plentifully. 


Windward Islands.—Good showers have fallen in 
Genada and, if the rains continue, the next cocoa crop 
should be an early one. Heavy rains would be very 
welcome in St. Vincent and St. Lucia. Grinding of 
the 1929 sugar crop has now finished in the latter 
Island, and the total output there is estimated at 5,000 
tons and 1,000 to 1,100 casks of molasses. 


British Guiana.—The rainy season has set in. The 
ouptut of sugar for 1929 is estimated at about 109,200 
tons. The position of the rice industry is good, but 
the diamond industry is quiet. Exports of coconuts 
and copra have increased and prices are fair. Princi- 
pal exports for the four months ended 30th April, com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1928, were as 
follows:—Sugar, 25,440 tons (37,736 tons); rice, 
12,154,475 lbs. (18,250,585 lbs.); copra, 3,753,755 lbs. 
(2,132,850 Ibs.); and diamonds, 35,480 carats (45,014 
carats).

Particulars of the fees fixed for the endorsement of 
manifests of cargo and of certificates of origin are given 
below, and particulars of the fees prescribed in the new 
Schedule for other Consular services may be obtained 
on application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. The “ First 
Tariff ’’ rates are to be applied in all European countries, 
on the Black Sea and Mediterranean Sea coasts of 
Asiatic countries, and in African countries, on the 
Mediterranean coast and on the Atlantic coast as far 
as the Gulf of Guinea; and the ‘‘ Second Tariff ’”’ is to 
be applied in all other countries. The fees prescribed 
are to be paid in the currency of the country concerned 
at the par equivalent (the pound sterling being taken as 
equivalent to 25-20 pesetas).

Notes.—When the weight of the cargo destined for Spanish 
ports does not exceed 5 per cent. of that destined for non-Spanish 
ports, only 25 per cent. of the above fees will be collected. In 
computing this 5 per cent., account must be taken of the whole 
of the cargo carried by the ship on its voyage, and not merely 
that embarked in a particular port, whether destined for Spanish 
or non-Spanish ports. 

If the captain of a vessel presents the manifest of the whole 
of the cargo carried for Consular endorsement at the last port 
before leaving for Spain, at which the ‘“ First Tariff ’’ fees are 
applicable, the ‘‘Second Tariff’’ fees shall be levied if the 
general manifest covers cargo embarked in countries in which 
the ‘* Second Tariff ’’ fees are applicable. 

If the vessel bound for Spanish ports carries a cargo composed 
exclusively of goods on which the Customs duties do not exceed 
100 pesetas per 1,000 kilogs., only 50 per cent. of the above fees 
shall be collected. 

Manifests of vessels conveying cargo for the Free Ports of 
North Africa must be submitted for Consular endorsement. 

Manifests of cargo destined for the Free Ports of the Canary 
Islands require endorsement when covering goods subject to 
‘“arbitrios”’ therein. Manifests of goods not subject to 
‘‘ arbitrio ’’ need not be endorsed. 


Manifests of cargo not destined for Spanish ports will be’ 


endorsed free of charge. 


Art. 3.—If a captain of a vessel, instead of drawing up a 
general manifest at the last port touched at on the voyage to 
Spain, draws up partial manifests at the places where cargo is 
embarked for Spanish ports, the fee fixed by Art. 2 shall be 
payable for the endorsement of the manifest at the first port at, 
which the cargo is shipped, and for each subsequent manifest 
the fees shall be :— 


For vessels of net tonnage not exceeding 1,000 tons, 12 or 
18 pesetas (First and Second Tariffs respectively). 

For vessels of net tonnage exceeding 1,000 tons, 30 or 
48 pesetas (First and Second Tariffs respectively). 


Art. 29.—For the issue or endorsement of a certificate of 
origin: 6 pesetas (First Tariff), or 12 pesetas (Second Tariff). 


Note.—When the Customs duty payable in Spain on the 
goods specified in the certificate of origin is less than 20 pesetas, 
only 25 per cent. of the above fees are payable. 

In countries enjoying most-favoured-nation Tariff treatment 
in Spain the ‘‘ First Tariff ’’ fee (6 pesetas) will be payable. 

If a request is made at the port of shipment for the endorsement 
of a bill of lading of goods not covered by a certificate of origin, 
the fee prescribed by this Article must be paid. No fee is 
payable for endorsement of bill of lading if the goods are covered 
by a certificate of origin. Certificates of origin are not required 
for postal packages.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1930. 


LONDON SECTION’S NEW HOME. 


The next British Industries Fair will be held simul- 
taneously in London and Birmingham from 17th to 
28th February, and will be the 15th of a series begun 
in London in 1915 and the 11th in Birmingham, where 
a Section was first opened in 1920. 

All previous records were broken at the 1929 Fair, 
the number of exhibitors totalling 2,488 and occupying 
some 630,000 square feet (net) of space—320,000 
square feet in London and 210,000 square feet in 
Birmingham—the corresponding figures for 1928 being 
2,123 exhibitors occupying 434,000 square feet of 
space. The attendance of buyers from home and 
abroad was also a record one. 


ARRANGEMENTS AT OLYMPIA. 


The London Section of the Fair, which is organised 
by the Department of Overseas Trade, will be held for 
the first time in its new home at Olympia, which is 
being specially enlarged for the purpose by the addi- 
tion of a new four-storey building. The new building 
will not be completed until the 1931 Fair, but two 
floors will be ready for occupation by February next, 
and by means of bridging the galleries of the existing 
buildings and other reconstruction work there will be 
ready for the coming Fair a large two-storey exhibi- 
tion building which is believed to the first of its size 
and kind in the country. 


Owing to the impossibility of completing the new 
building in time, the available space next February 
will be less than that occupied at White City this 
year—260,000 square feet as compared with 320,000— 
but the advantages of moving at once to the new site 
are considered by the Department, and by its advisory 
committee of exhibitors, to outweigh the reduction of 
space, which, moreover, will be only for the one year. 
In 1931, when the four-storey building is complete, 
there will be as much space as was used at the White 
City, and ample provision can be made in subsequent 
years for the expected steady growth of the Fair. 


The chief advantages of the new site are that the 
buildings are designed for the purpose; they are com- 
pact in arrangement so as to bring all sections into 
close touch with one another; and there will be three 
main entrances so as to give easy access to every 
section. These are all improvements, which will make 
the work of the trade buyers easier than in the past. 


Secondly, the buildings are suitable for use at any 
time of the year. The heating and ventilation conse- 
quently leave little to be desired, and the existence of 
a permanent catering organisation, working with all 
the equipment and facilities of a first-class restaurant, 
will obviate the necessity for improvising kitchens and 
restaurants for a fortnight each year, a task impossible 
of satisfactory accomplishment. 


In view of the temporary reduction of space, applica- 
tion forms have been issued only to those manufac- 
turers who exhibited at the Fair in 1927, 1928 or 1929, 
but other prospective exhibitors are invited to apply 
to the Department of Overseas Trade for the necessary 
forms. No space can, however, be guaranteed to firms 
whose applications are received later than 20th July. 
The charge for space at the 1930 Fair will be at the 
rate of 3s. per square foot. 


The trades exhibiting in the London Section will be 
as before—that is to say, the lighter trades—while the 
engineering and other heavy trades will be in the 
Birmingham Section at Castle Bromwich.*. The 
Empire Marketing Board is again arranging a compre-

hensive exhibit of the food products of the Home 
Country, the Dominions and Colonies, as well as of 
raw materials from the Empire. 


A repetition of the Government grant of £25,000 for 
publicity for the Fair has already been announced, and 
propaganda overseas has begun. 





TANGANYIKA AGRICULTURAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 


In connection with the above Exhibition, to be held 
at Dar-es-Salaam from 2nd to 6th September, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in East Africa (Colonel W. H.

CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPpoRTs. 


As compared with April, 1928, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco rose by Rs. 1,74 lakhs to Rs. 4,20 lakhs, and 
those of manufactured articles by Rs. 1,35 lakhs to Rs. 17,68 
lakhs, while raw materials fell by Rs. 60 lakhs to Rs. 2,28 
lakhs. The increase under food, drink and tobacco was 
attributable chiefly to arrivals of wheat, entirely from 
Australia, amounting to 92,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,28 
lakhs, there being no importations in the corresponding 
month of last year. Java sent larger consignments of 
sugar and the quantity of sugar 16 D.S. and above imported 
from all sources advanced from 39,500 tons to 60,300 tons, 
the value rising from Rs. 79 lakhs to Rs. 1,114 lakhs. 
Beet sugar also recorded an increase of 19,800 tons in 
quantity and Rs. 38 lakhs in value. Under raw materials 
kerosene oil showed a decrease, the quantity falling from 
18} million gallons to 6 million gals. and the value from 
Rs. 1,04 lakhs to Rs. 35 lakhs. The quantity of raw 
cotton imported declined by 3,700 tons and the value by 
Rs. 40 lakhs. These decreases were to some extent set off 
by an increase of Rs. 16 lakhs in the value of the imports 
of batching oils, of which the quantity rose by 3 million gals. 
Raw wool showed an improvement of 2 million lbs. in 
quantity and of Rs. 14 lakhs in value. Under manufac- 
tured articles the combined value of the different descrip- 
tions of cotton manufactures advanced from Rs. 5,73 lakhs 
to Rs. 6,73 lakhs. Imports of cotton yarn rose from 
2 million lbs., valued at Rs. 30 lakhs, to 5 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 70 lakhs. The total yardage of piece-goods imported 
from abroad amounted to 215 million, valued at Rs. 5,77 
lakhs, as against 188 million yds., valued at Rs. 5,18 lakhs, 
in April, 1928. All the principal varieties contributed 
towards this increase, grey goods rising by 20 million yds. 
in quantity and Rs. 41 lakhs in value, coloured goods by 
6 million yds. and Rs.6 lakhs, and white goods by 
300,000 yds. and Rs. 11 lakhs. Motor cars recorded a 
further increase, 1,908 cars, valued at Rs. 43 lakhs, being 
imported in April, 1929, as compared with 1,395 cars, valued 
at Rs. 32 lakhs, in the same month of last year. The 
number of motor omnibuses, motor vans and motor lorries 
rose from 1,033 to 1,876 and the value from Rs. 17 lakhs 
to Rs. 29 lakhs. There were also increases under prime 
movers (+ Rs. 10 lakhs), jute machinery (+ Rs. 9 lakhs) 
and paper and pasteboard (+ Rs. 7 lakhs). Imports of 
aniline dyes, however, declined from 1,700,000 lbs., worth 


Rs. 23 lakhs, to 800,000 lbs., worth Rs. 94 lakhs, and those of . 


piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk from 6,400,000 yds., 
valued at Rs. 46 lakhs, to 4,900,000 yds., valued at Rs. 30 
lakhs. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in April, 1929, as 
compared with April, 1928, increased by Rs. 53 lakhs to 
Rs. 5,35 lakhs, due mainly to larger shipments of rice and 
tea, the increases under these heads being partly set off 
by reduced exports of barley and coffee. The quantity 
of rice exported advanced from 204,000 tons to 267,000 tons, 
the value rising from Ks. 2,91 lakhs to Rs. 3,68 lakhs, 
while tea showed an increase of 2 million lbs. in quantity 
and Rs. 18 lakhs in value. Spices (chiefly pepper) also 
showed an increase of Rs. 12 lakhs in value. There was, 
however, a drop of Rs. 16} lakhs under coffee and Rs. 21 
lakhs under barley. Raw materials and produce exported 
increased by Rs. 1,61 lakhs to Rs. 14,84 lakhs. Under 
this group, raw cotton recorded a noticeable advance from 
57,800 tons (valued at Rs. 5,77 lakhs) to 69,000 tons 
(valued at Rs. 6,74 lakhs), of which Japan took 20,900 tons, 
or 30 per cent., China 13,900 tons, Italy over 8,000 tons, 
Germany, Belgium and France 5,000 tons each, and the 
United Kingdom 4,800 tons, the remainder being shipped 
mainly to the United States. Kaw jute rose from 42,100 
tons to 50,500 tons in quantity, the corresponding increase 
in value being from Rs. 1,43 lakhs to Rs. 1,90 lakhs, and 
was in good demand from France (12,200 tons), Germany 
(12,100 tons), the United Kingdom (6,800 tons) and Italy 
(4,800 tons). Shipments of lac increased by Ks. 38 lakhs. 
On the other hand, oilseeds showed a decline of Rs. 31 lakhs, 
of which rapeseed accounted for Rs. 15 lakhs, groundnuts 
for Rs. 11 lakhs (accompanied in this case by a slight increase 
in quantity), and cotton seed for Rs. 5 lakhs. Exports of 
raw hides and skins fell by Rs. 15 lakhs. Exports of 
manufactured goods, which were valued at Rs. 7,00 lakhs, 
were higher by Rs. 30 lakhs, pig iron and cotton manu- 
factures contributing mainly to the increase. The quantity 
of pig iron exported chiefly to Japan rose from 32,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 15 lakhs, to 66,000 tons, valued at Rs. 29 lakhs, 
while cotton manufactures improved by Rs. 12 lakhs in 
value. The number of jute bags shipped dropped from

38 million in April, 1928, to 34 million in April, 1929, the 
value falling from Rs. 1,73 to Rs. 1,55 lakhs. Exports of 
gunny cloth amounted to 118 million yds., valued at 
Rs. 236 lakhs, as compared with 117 million yds., valued at 
Rs. 232 lakhs. Tanned or dressed hides fell by 100 tons 
in quantity and Rs. 7 lakhs in value, while tanned skins 
— a rise of 100 tons in quantity and Rs. 9 lakhs in 
value. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
49 per cent. in April, 1928, to 46 per cent. in April, 1929, 
but her share in exports rose from 16 per cent. to 20 per 
cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in April, 1929, were 6, 9 and 7 per cent. respectively 
under imports, and 9, 10 and 13 per cent. respectively 
under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during the month of April, 1929, 
amounted respectively to 748,000 and 816,000, as against 
710,000 and 856,000 in March, 1929, and 765,000 and 
718,000 a year ago. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ AND GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS’ PRODUCTION. 


The thirty-fifth of the series of Preliminary Reports of the 
Census of Production taken in the Irish Free State in 1926 
deals with the Local Authorities and Government under- 
takings. Returns were obtained from the several Local 
Authorities (County Councils, Urban and Borough Councils, 
etc.), and from Government Departments in reference to 
work of construction, maintenance and repair carried out 
during the year 1926 by labour directly employed by them. 

Particulars of any such work done in connection with the 
construction, maintenance and repair of harbours, docks, 
etc., in connection with mines or quarries, or in connection 
with gas, electricity or waterworks undertakings were ob- 
tained on separate Schedules and were included in the Pre- 
liminary Reports already issued relating to these Industries 
or Services. The figures in this Report refer to all other 
work of construction, maintenance and repair carried out by 
employees of Local Authorities or Government Departments. 
The cost of collection and disposal of house refuse, sewer in- 
spection, scavenging, street watering, policing parks and 
open spaces and similar charges are not included, as par- 
ticulars were not required of the total cost of maintaining 
the various services but only the cost of the kinds of work 
specified. The value of the work done is calculated on a 
cost basis, i.e., it represents the total amount of wages and 
salaries paid, the cost of materials used, together with a 
reasonable proportion of establishment charges, and does not 
include any element of profit. The value of work given out 
to contractors and executed by them in 1926 is not included. 


Gross OuTPuT. 


The gross value of work done in 1926 by employees of 
Local Authorities and Government Departments was as 
follows:—Local Authorities, £1,876,604 and Government 
Departments, £585,180, making a total of £2,461,784. The 
main item in the first-named was £1,697,223 for roads and 
bridges, and in the second £309,741 for telegraph and tele- 
phone work. 

With regard to Local Authorities, the cost of materials 
used in carrying out the work of construction, maintenance 
and repairs, including cost of purchased fuel, electricity, 
oils, etc., used in connection with the work done in 1926 
was £715,766, the main items being stones, £434,485; tar, 
£91,722; and coal, £46,091. In the case of Government De- 
partments, the total cost of materials used was £164,720, 
coal being the largest item, £3,682. 

The net output of the Local Authorities was £1,160,838, 
and Government Departments £420,460. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 

The total amounts of salaries and establishment charges 
and wages paid in connection with the work done in 1926 
for Local Authorities were £142,246 and £1,015,592, and for 
Government Departments £89,602 and £330,858 respec 
tively. 

Persons EMPLOYED. 


The number of persons engaged on 16th October, 1926, in 
connection with the work specified in this Report, in con- 
nection with the Local Authorities was 11,761, of whom 
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11,712 were males and 49 females. Government Depart- 
ments employed 4,046, males numbering 3,984 and females 
62.

KENYA AND UGANDA. 


IMPORT TRADE IN JANUARY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has forwarded a 
statement which shows that the value of home consumption 
imports during January last was £854,367, comparing with 
£640,238 in the corresponding month of 1928. 


Great Britain was the principal supplier of these imports, 
her share amounting to £324,762, or 38 per cent. of the 
total, in the same month of last year the figures were 
£236,061, or 37 per cent. The following countries in order 
of importance also contributed towards the import trade :— 
The United States, £135,970, or 16 per cent. (£68,452, or 
11 per cent.); India, £97,488, or 11 per cent. (£75,235, or 
12 per cent.); Holland, £60,401, or 7 per cent. (£56,775, or 
9 per cent.); Germany, £40,998, or 5 per cent. (£27,928, or 
4 per cent.); and Japan, £37,409, or 4 per cent. (£38,412, 
or 6 per cent.). 


It should be noted that these imports exclude Govern- 
ment goods and specie, also produce of Tanganyika Terri- 
tory, which in the month under review amounted to £71,602 
and in January, 1928, to £60,945, intended for subsequent 
re-exportation. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa. 

The elections passed off without incident. Business 
remains seasonally somewhat quiet, but an improvement js 
expected shortly. Rains in the Western Province are below 
normal, but unusually good rains in Natal, the Eastern 
Cape and parts of the Transvaal, rendering the farming 
outlook generally good, although the lower prices of farm 
produce may affect the purchasing power of the farming 
community. 


The Transvaal gold output during May was 897,598 fine 
ozs., valued at £3,812,754, as compared with 872,123 ozs., 
valued at £3,704,543 in April. The native labour supply 
decreased from 197,412 to 195,733 and the daily average 
output from 33,570 ozs. to 33,244 ozs. Local diamond prices 
are slightly lower in sympathy with the seasonal quietness 
on the overseas markets, but are still above the overseas 
parity. 

Railway earnings from 12th May to 8th June amounted 
to £1,921,429, or £118,571 below the estimate. Total earn- 
ings from Ist April to 8th June were £4,855,613, or 
£171,530 below the estimate, compared with £4,651,970 for 
the corresponding period of 1928. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


The local maize market is quiet and values are lower in 
sympathy with overseas prices. The new crop is now 
coming on to the market, but the quantities available 
before the end of June are small. May exports of maize 
and maize products amounted to 255,000 bags, bringing the 
total since July, 1928, to 7,633,000 bags. The April 
estimate of the new crop is 19,025,000 bags, giving an ex- 
portable surplus approximately equal to last season’s. 


Export of deciduous fruit during May amounted to 
23,263 boxes, bringing the total for the season to 1,543,193 
boxes, compared with 1,944,744 boxes last year. Exports of 
citrus fruit in May were 65,078 boxes, compared with 
34,645 boxes in May, 1928. The prospects of the citrus crop 
remain good. 


The demand for wattle bark is poor and prices remain 
low. Supplies are diminishing, and are not likely to im- 
prove until next season. 


Sugar crop conditions remain satisfactory, and the esti- 
mates are unchanged. Practically the whole of the export- 
able surplus has now been sold for delivery in June-Decem- 
ber at about 12s. 7d. per cwt. c.i.f. United Kingdom. 
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The local wool market is definitely easier, though prices 
for short wool and lamb’s wool are still high compared with 
long wool prices. There is no serious accumulation of 
stocks, except of native wools, for which demand is slow. 
The mohair market is quieter; stocks are small and business 
is restricted. Sheepskins are weaker in sympathy with 
wool, and goatskins are about unchanged. Hides have 
recovered from their recent fall and are now fairly firm. 


Manufacturing activity is generally well maintained, 
though in some centres certain industries are seasonally 
quieter. Business in agricultural machinery is still rather 
quiet, but prospects are generally satisfactory. The demand 
for fencing materials is good, but prices have been affected 
by the large stocks imported during the period of low 
freights. Soft goods business shows a slight improvement.

FINLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-APRIL. 


The total value of imports and exports during the first 
four months of the current year was 1,898°6 million 
F. marks and 1,055-6 million F. marks, as compared with 
2,292-2 million F. marks and 983-1 million F. marks in the 
corresponding four months of 1928, states ‘‘ Finnish Trade,”’ 
published by the Central Economic Organisations in Finland, 
It will be seen that the trade balance is far more favourable 
than at the same time last year, though less favourable than 
during the period January-April, 1927, when the excess of 
imports was 680-5 million F. marks. The value of the prin- 
cipal imports during the period under review, together with 
the comparative figures for 1928, are shown in the follow- 
ing table :—

TEXTILE INDUSTRY OF SILESIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Breslau reports that the 
lock-out in the textile industry of Silesia, threatened by 
the Association of Textile Industries, came into force on 
25th May. The number of workers actively engaged in 
this industry is about 65,000, of whom some 10,000 were 
already unemployed. Thus a further 55,000 workers now 
join the ranks of the temporarily unemployed. 


The industry has had to face a very difficult situation 
since the war owing to the fact that its former principal 
market now forms part of Poland. In endeavouring to find 
new markets within the German Reich the industry had to 
enter into competition with the West and South German 
textile industries, but, being handicapped from the start 
by high freights on raw materials, little if any progress was 
made. The result is that in certain branches production 
has sunk to 40-50 per cent. under normal, while as regards 
flax it is as much as 60 per cent. under normal. 


The existing conditions in the textile industry are very 
difficult. The workpeople claim that the present wages are 
below the minimum cost of living, but, while the employers 
admit that wages are low, they argue that conditions in 
Silesia being exceptional the concessions they can afford to 
make are very small. As the existing wage tariff was about 
to expire, the employers endeavoured to renew it, and on 
this being resisted by the men arbitration was resorted to, 
but this proving unavailing and the agreement having in 
the meantime expired, the industry was left without a 
tariff. This was a situation which the employers were not 
prepared to accept, as they found it impossible to make th¢ 
necessary calculations without a definite wage tariff. They 
thus decided to force the issue by declaring a lock-out. 


The textile industry of Silesia is of considerable import- 
ance in the economic life of Germany and of paramount 
importance in that of East Germany. It comprises the 
linen industry with its centre at Landeshut, the cotton in- 
dustry with Reichenbach as its centre, the handkerchief 
factories at Lauban and woollen goods at Grunberg. When 
every branch is working at full strength the industry can 
absorb more than 84,000 workers. It possesses 40,000 looms 
and 120,000 spindles, about 50 per cent. of the total for the 
whole of Germany. Production is normally very high; 
linen goods of all kinds, from the heaviest sailcloth down 
to the finest qualities of linen goods, are made, also all kinds 
of cotton and woollen goods, especially handkerchiefs, which 
previously had an enormous sale among the peasantry 
of the Posen district. The industry is of old standing, its 
best period being perhaps at the end of the 17th century. 
In 1900 there were still some 10,000 hand weavers, in 1913 
about 3,000, and to-day 500, chiefly employed in the Lande- 
shut district. Their wages or earnings are said to be from 
4-6 marks per week. 


In the factories the wages of the spinners and weavers 
are considerably higher, but have never in the past ex- 
ceeded the necessary minimum, nor do they do so to-day. 
The whole-time weekly wage for men is to-day 30 marks, 
for women 22 marks. In practice, however, as the factories 
are mostly working short hours, the average weekly wage 
earned is only 20 marks, while 12 per cent. of the workers 
are unemployed. In the spinning industry conditions are 
perhaps gravest, work being practically at a standstill. 


In consideration of the cost of living in Germany to-day 
and the tendency to rise, which it still displays at least in 
Silesia, the wages paid are so low as to be almost incredible. 
The action, then, of the employers in declaring a lock-out 
to enforce the renewal of the old tariff in the face of such 
facts must, therefore, have been taken under stress of the 
greatest necessity, and should afford conclusive evidence of 
the economic situation of the industry as a whole. 





ITALY. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL. 


Imports into and exports from Italy during April last 
were provisionally valued at 7,624-3 million lire and 4,525-0 
million lire, as compared with 7,001-6 million lire and 4,478-3 
million lire respectively in April, 1928, states the Association 
of Italian Corporations, Rome. The following table gives 
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particulars of the foreign trade of the country during the

FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL.

Imports and exports during April last amounted to 
243-5 million franes and 177-0 million frs., a total of 420-4 
million frs., representing an advance of 15-1 million frs., 
as compared with March.

2-7 million frs. to 3-4 million frs.), cocoa beans (from 1-5 
million frs. to 1-8 million frs.), butter (from 2-5 million 
frs. to 2-7 million frs.), raw wool (+ 600,000 frs.), motor 
cars (+2-6 million frs. and + 60 machines), petrol, coal- 
tar by-products for the manufacture of aniline dyes, 
calcinated alumina, cellulose for the manufacture of rayon, 
raw lead, structural ironwork, timber, hemp, cattle food 
and brewers’ malt. On the other hand, imports were 
smaller in the case of coal (decrease from 14-6 million frs. 
to 10-3 million frs.; in weight, of 83,211 tons), raw silk

FRANCE—CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


A Commercial Convention between Czechoslovakia and 
France, which was signed on 2nd July, 1928, came into 
force on 24th April, 1929, and is subject to denunciation at 
three months’ notice. The provisions of the Convention in 
so far as they relate to tariff matters have been reviewed 
in the Notice which appeared in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 2nd May 
(page 568); the more important of the remaining provisions 
are indicated below. 


There will be a reciprocal freedom of commerce and navi- 
gation between the territories of the Parties, who reserve 
the right, however, to impose certain specified import and 
export prohibitions and restrictions in so far as they are 
applied to trade with all other countries in which conditions 
are similar. In the matter of internal duties, national treat- 
ment will be given, maximum rates being fixed, however, 
in respect of the manipulation tax on certain French goods 
imported into Czechoslovakia. 


The nationals of each of the Parties will enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the territories of the other 
in regard to establishment, the exercise of commerce and in- 
dustry, and the acquisition, possession and disposal of move- 
able and immovable property, and national treatment in 
regard to taxation. Companies properly constituted in the 
territories of one of the Parties will be entitled to carry on 
their business in the territories of the other, and will re- 
ceive therein most-favoured-nation treatment in property 
matters and national treatment in taxation matters. 


The Convention contains the usual provisions with refer- 
ence to the admission of commercial travellers and their 
samples, and in these matters the Parties agree to apply 
the provisions of the Simplification of Customs Formalities 
Convention of 1923. 


The Parties undertake to give effect in their mutual re- 
lations to the provisions of the following International Con- 
ventions : — 

(1) The Barcelona Transit Convention, 1921. 


(2) The International Regime of Railways Conven-: 


tion, 1923. 
(3) The International Waterways Convention, 1921. 
(4) The Maritime Ports Convention, 1923 (subject 
to certain supplementary provisions). 
Various provisions in the Convention deal with the com- 
mercial relations between Czechoslovakia and the French 
Colonies, etc. 





PALESTINE—SYRIA. 





NEW CUSTOMS AGREEMENT. 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for lst June publishes 
the text of a new Customs Agreement between Palestine 
and Syria, which came into force on Ist June in replacement 
of the previous Agreement of Ist October, 1921. Under the 
Agreement, foreign goods (with certain exceptions) which 
have paid duty in one country and are exported to the 
other, unused, within twelve months are (a) to be admitted 
free when the duty is the same in both countries ; (6) to pay 
the difference when the duty is higher in the country of 
destination; or (c) to receive a refund of the difference 
when the duty is lower in the country of destination. 


Goods which are wholly produced or manufactured in 
one country or are wholly manufactured in that country 
from foreign materials, or partly from foreign materials 
and partly from local produce, are to be admitted into the 
other country free of duty. 

The above provisions do not apply to tobacco and tombac, 
pure alcohol, spirituous liquors, salt and matches and any 
other goods which may be agreed upon between the con- 
tracting parties. 


Provision is made in the Agreement as regards transit 
goods.

AUSTRALIA. 


AMENDMENT OF COMMERCE (TRADE 
DESCRIPTIONS) REGULATIONS. 

Statutory Rules No. 37 of 1929, dated 15th April, 1929, 
which are to come into operation on 1st August, 1929, amend 
the Commerce (Imports) Regulations of 1927, issued under 
the Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, 1905-26, by adding 
the following to the list of goods which require additional 
information in their ‘‘trade description,”’ in order that their 
importation into the Commonwealth may be allowed, viz: 

Regulation 9 is amended by adding after paragraph (2) 
the following :— 

‘2 (a) In the case of fruit, dried, the trade descrip- 
tion shall also contain in prominent and legible charac- 
ters a statement indicating the year of production of 
the fruit.”’ 


The Schedule to the above-mentioned Regulations is 
amended by the present Rules by the substitution of the 
following standard for infants’ food, for the existing stan- 
dard, viz. :— 

‘‘ Infants’ food shall not contain more than three- 
tenths of one per cent. of fibre, nor any mineral sub- 
stance insoluble in decinormal hydrochloric acid, nor 
any preservative substance.”’ 





Note.—The Commerce (Imports) Regulations above re- 
ferred to prohibit the importation into the Commonwealth 
of any goods mentioned in the Schedule thereto, which do 
not comply with the prescribed standards, unless the ‘‘ trade 
descriptions ’’ applied to the goods includes in bold and 
legible characters the matters in which, and the extent to 
which, the goods do not comply with such standards.

INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Bill to increase the Customs duties on certain goods 
imported into St. Lucia, referred to in the “Journal ”’ of 
13th June (page 735), was enacted as Ordinance (No. 4 of 
1929), which was assented to on 13th May. 


In accordance with the Ordinance, the following goods 
are now dutiable at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem 
under the British Preferential Tariff and 224 per cent. 
ad valorem under the General Tariff, viz.: Apparel, bags, 
trunks and valises, baskets, blacking and polishes, blue, 
boots, shoes and slippers, brooms and brushes, buckets, 
pails and tubs, chemicals, not specially mentioned, china 
or porcelain, earthenware and pottery, clocks and parts 
thereof, confectionery, cordage and twine, cork wares, 
cotton manufactures, cutlery, glass and glassware, greases, 
gums, not specially mentioned, haberdashery and millinery, 
hardware, hats and bonnets, hemp and hemp manufactures, 
implements and tools (other than agricultural), india 
rubber and guttapercha manufactures, jewellery, jute 
and jute manufactures, leather and leather manufactures, 
linen and linen manufactures, medicines and drugs (except 
opium and Indian hemp), metals, except barrels and 
drums), nuts and kernels other than food (not including 
copra), oilcloth and linoleum, paper and paper manufac- 
tures (except playing cards), pickles, condiments and 
sauces, pictures, saddlery and harness, silk and silk manu- 
factures, spices, stationery, stones and slates, toys and 
games, umbrellas and parasols, watches and parts thereof, 
wax, wood and timber manufactures, wool and woollen 
manufactures and articles not specially mentioned in the 
Tariff. 

Packages imported for the exportation of agricultural 
produce, not otherwise free of duty, are to pay 10 per cent.

SUDAN. 





MARKING OF COTTON THREAD. 


In exercise of the powers conferred on him by the Contra- 
band Goods Ordinance, 1926, the Governor-General of the 
Sudan has recently issued an Order prohibiting the import 
into the Sudan of cotton thread including sewing, darn- 
ing, embroidering and knitting cotton, on spools, bobbins, 
reels or cards or in hanks or skeins, or prepared in any 
other form for retail trade, which does not bear a label or 
mark showing clearly the length or weight in one of the 
units of length or weight standardised by law in the Sudan.

BELGIUM. 





CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Particulars are given below of some recent decisions of 
the Belgian Customs Administration with regard to the 
classification of various articles under the Belgian Customs 
Tariff :— 

Inner tubes for motor car tyres imported to be made into other 
products, or for the recovery of the raw materials. These tubes, 
whether new or used, even if without their valves, and whatever 
the use to which they are to be put, are dutiable (as inner tubes) 
under Tariff No. 704 (6) (3)—duty 500 frs. per 100 kilogs.— 
unless, either before import or in the presence of the Customs, 
they have been— 

(a) Cut across into tubing—in which case they are 
dutiable under Tariff No. 706 (6), as rubber tubing—duty 
300 frs. per 100 kilogs.; or 

(6) Cut across, then split lengthwise so as to form quad- 
rangular strips, in which case they are dutiable under 
Tariff No. 700 (6), as sheet rubber, etc.—duty 80 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 

Tubes (for motor vehicles) intended for factories which use 
them for the same purposes as raw rubber or for reclaimed 
rubber factories, may be admitted duty-free under Tariff 
No. 120 (a), as raw rubber, subject to proof of destination. 

Valves are dutiable separately in all cases. 


Motor car tyres with the rubber taken off the tread are, never- 
theless, classified as tyres under No. 704 (6) 1B (duty 350 frs. per 
100 kilogs.), and cannot be imported duty-free as “‘ rags, etc.” 


Artificial fruits of hardened board, papier mache, etc., formerly 
classed as manufactures of paper, etc. (at varying specific rates) 
under Tariff No. 767 are now classed as “ artificial flowers, etc.” 
under No. 773—duty 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


Cotton nets (filets), made up, other than for sea fishing, are 
dutiable under Tariff No. 632 (6) (2) as unspecified made-up 
textile wares—duty 18 per cent. ad valorem. 

Such nets made of flax, hemp, ramie, jute or other vegetable 
fibre, except cotton, are dutiable under Tariff No. 604 at the 
rate of 320 frs. per 100 kilogs.

DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF BUILDING 
MATERIAL. 


A recent Honduranean Legislative Decree provides that, 
for a period of five years from Ist August next, the under- 
mentioned goods may be imported into Honduras free from 
all imposts except service and consular taxes, viz. :— 

Cement and iron bars and rods which can only be used 
in the construction of reinforced concrete buildings;

LATVIA. 


IMPORTATION OF POTATOES.

POLAND. 


DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, by an Order dated 26th April, published in 
the Polish ‘“‘ Journal of Laws ”’ for 17th June, the Customs 
duty levied on imported husked rice (with chaff) used in 
the manufacture of husked and polished rice, rice flour, 
ground rice and rice powder subsequently exported from 
Poland, will be refunded at the rate of 0°56 zloty per 
100 kilogs. of the exported articles. 


EXPORT DUTY ON RYE AND RYE FLOUR 
ABOLISHED. 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 


reports that the duty levied on rye and rye flour exported 
from Poland has been abolished as from 11th June. 





ROUMANIA. 


EXPORT OF WINE. 


In virtue of a Decision of the Council of Ministers, dated 
25th May and published in the ‘“ Official Gazette” on 
llth June, the export of wine from Roumania is only 
permitted under a special authorisation from the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Domains. Moreover, each parcel of 
wine exported must be accompanied by an analysis and a 
sealed sample of each wine contained. 


INCREASED DUTY ON WHEAT. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports the issue of a Royal Decree, dated 8th June, 
increasing the Customs duty on wheat imported into 
Roumania from 60 to 160 paper lei per 100 kilogs. The 
increased duty came into force on 8th June, and 1s to 
remain in force until further notice. 





SPAIN. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 20th to 30th June in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 34-88 per cent. 


(This applies to 50 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
50 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 15th November, 
1928, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn ou or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain.) 





TUNIS. 


EXPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COINS AND 
METALS WITHDRAWN. 


The ‘“‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’? for 22nd May contains 
a Decree, dated 2nd May, which withdraws the restrictions 
on the export from Tunis of gold, silver and copper coins, 
gold and silver, unmanufactured, in lumps, ingots, bars, 
powder and scrap (broken articles), and French and 
Tunisian monetary tokens of aluminium bronze.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 


PROPOSED TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


The British Honduras Gazette for 18th May contains 
the text of a Bill to be submitted to the Legislative Council] 
entitled ‘‘ An Ordinance relating to Customs and Excise 
Duties,’’ for the revision of the Customs Tariff of British 
Honduras. The proposed new duties are in most cases the 
same as those provided for under the existing Tariff, the 
proposed amended items being shown in the following state- 
ment. 


It is further proposed in the Bill to prohibit, except under 
licence from the Governor, the importation of the following 
dyes and dyestuffs which are not the produce or manufacture 
of any part of the British Empire, viz., (a) all derivatives 
of coal tar generally known as intermediate products, 
capable of being used or adapted for use as dyestuffs, or of 
being modified or further manufactured into dyestuffs, 
and (6) all direct cotton colours, all union colours, all acid

rate of exchange on the day of arrival of the importing ship, 
and the importer shall pay duty on the value so calculated. 
Provided that in the case of goods the product or manufac- 
ture of a foreign country, the currency of which foreign 
country has depreciated more than 50 per cent., the value 
may, at the election of the Collector of Customs, be calcu- 
lated in British Honduras currency (gold dollar of the 
United States of America) according to the value of goods 
of similar character imported from other countries.’’

TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY: METHYLATED 
SPIRIT INDUSTRY. 

The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal’’ for 6th June announces 
that the Indian Tariff Board is about to enquire into allega- 
tions of Tariff inequality in regard to the manufacture of 
denatured or methylated spirit in India. The applicants 
state that the principal material from which the spirit is 
made in India is imported liquid or hard molasses on which 
the duty is 25 per cent. ad valorem, while the duty on im- 
ported denatured spirit is 74 per cent. ad valorem, and it is 
claimed that relief should be granted to the industry either 
by the remission of the duty in whole or in part on imported 
molasses used in the manufacture of denatured spirit, or 
else by the reduction of the duty on molasses imported for 
distillation to 15 per cent. ad valorem. 





CHILE. 


PROPOSED NEW TARIFF FOR MAGALLANES 
TERRITORY. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Santiago 
reports that a Commission has been studying the economic 
situation in the Magallanes Territory with a view to the 
preparation of a new Customs Tariff for that Territory.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
& widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES.

therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 
When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required. 
(2) The precise kind of goods; and 
(3) The particular points in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise infor. 
mation required.
